The body of Zora Burns, a servant girl, 


aged 20 years, was found near Lincoln 
yesterday forenoon, with her skull frac- 
tnred and her throat cut—dead. 


THE FABTIOTOAKS 


of the dreadful deed so far as known at 
present, are as follows: 


[Special to the BEFUBLICAN.] 


LINCOLN, HI., Oct. 16.—Last Saturday 


morning Miss Zora Burns, aged 20 years, 
arrived here from Vandalia by way of 
Decatur,and stopped at the Lincoln House. 
She had previously lived in Lincoln, and 
was employed as a servant girl in the 
family of 6. A. Carpenter, of the grain 
firm of Esten & Carpenter. She stayed at 
the Lincoln House until evening, and then 
after paying her bill she left, and was 
seen no more until fotmd dead at 9 o'clock 
Monday forenoon on the outskirts of the 
town, with her throat cut and skull frac- 
tured. It was not until four o'clock in 
the afternoon that the identity of the 
murdered young woman was discovered' 
and then only by a daughter of Mr. Car- 
penter who recognized her by a ring and 
the clothes she wore. 


The body was brought to Lincoln by 


the Coroner, and this forenoon a post 
mortem examination was held, when it 
was learned that the poor girl had been 
betrayed and was enciente. The motive 
for the killing was then discovered. 


The inquest will be held on Wednesday 


and in the meantime every effort is being 
made to discover a clue that will lead to 
the arrest of the guilty yillians. 


At the point where the body was found 


were discovered the tracks of a buggy 
leading toward Lincoln, and this clue is 
being worked for all it is worth. Suspi- 
cion points to two tough characters who 
are known to have been attentive to the 
murdered girl before she lett Lincoln, 
some months ago, and they are being 
watched closely. The buggy clue is con- 
sidered a good one, as it is believed it will 
be easy to ascertain who were out riding 
in the direction of the scene ot the crime 
after Saturday evening when the girl left 
the hotel. 


The mother of the deceased lives in 


Lincoln. 


The double murder causes the moat in- 


tense interest, and much indignation is 
expressed by the people.

The Lincoln Murder. 


Zora Burns, the murdered girl, is a sis- 


ter of Mrs. William Dukes, nt Lincoln, 
and last June was employed in the fam- 
ily of O. A. Carpenter. The fcetus showed 
a development of about four months. It 
is believed that the man who led her 
astray was her murderer. This is the 
38th murder in the history of Logan 
county. She was known to have been 
engaged to a young man to whom she 
was to have been married next month. 
Deceased was very pretty. Her father 
lives in St. Elmo, 111. She has a brother, 
a telegraph operator, in Colorado, Two 
theories are maintained at Lincoln; one( 
that her lover was annoyed by her en- 
treaties to have a marriage ceremony per- 
formed, and rather than be enforced con- 
cluded to take her life. The other is that 
a married man was the cause of her 
downfall, and to save himself hired a man 
to put her out of the way. The officers 
are very active and have numerous clews. 
Considerable evidence has been secured, 
and if reports are to be relied upon the 
perpetrator is now under surveillance. If 
he should be apprehended he will receive 
a visit from Judge Lynch, as the people 
are aroused, it being a little more than a 
year since MeMahon and his two hired 
men were found with their throats cut. 
The girl's hat, valise and gossamer are 
missing. An effort has been made to dis- 
cover these articles.

1880, on the occasion of General Grant's 
visit, this time all in honor of the llth 
annual reunion and meeting of the Illi- 
nois State Association of Union ex-Pris- 
oners of War, of whom there are about 
310 enrolled on the books. The officers 
of the association are W. W. Lowdermilk, 
ot Auburn, president; James A. Miller, 
Dedatur, vice-president; E. H. Minor, 
Bioomington, secretary; 0. C. George, 
Blackburn, treasurer, and J. H. Coates, 
Winchester, chaplain. The reunions are 
held for the purpose of keeping up the 
organization and also that by snob organ- 
ization the ex-prisonera may be success- 
ful in their efforts to secure a pension for 
all ex-prisoners of war, it being held that 
all Union soldiers who were prisoners 
should be recognized as disabled scldiers 
and placed npon the pension rolls. 


DISTINGUISHED VISITOBS. 


Early this morning delegates and visi- 


tors to the reunion began arriving, and 
by noon there was quite a crowd of old 
soldiers at the tabernacle. Ex-Governor 
Oglesby came in from Lincoln during the 
forenoon and repaired at once to the res- 
idence of Hon. J. J. Peddecord. At noon 
Governor John M. Hamilton, Hon. H. D. 
Dement, Secretary of State, Hon. Charles

ALMOST A MUBDEB. 


Harvey W. Downing- shot In the Pace 


toy Jonn Thomas In a Saloon. 


Prom WtOnadaifi Dailti. 


A. great commotion waa caused upon 


the streets this afternoon at about 1 
o'clock, when it waa learned that Harvey" 


. Downing, the keep^of a saloon at 


No. 116 Franklin street, had been shot, 
perhaps .fatally, by John Thomas, of the 
Thomas House, on East Main street Mr. 
Downing, after receiving the wound in 
the face, bled profusely,'and the floor 
of the 
saloon was slick 
with 
his 


;blood. He was taken to a room above. 
where he was attended by Drs., E. W. 
Moore and A. B. Small. They found 
that the 38-oalibre ball ha* entered Mr. 
Downing's right cheek, between the jawe, 
had struck the left side of the face and 
gone downward, lodging near the back of 
the heck near the collar-bone. The sur- 
geons Lave not yet been successful in ex- 
tracting the'ball. 


After finnsr the shot Thomas-went out 


ot the suloon nnd passed eastward on 
Main sheet. Officer Hartley and Con- 
stable Weiteel were soon in pursuit, and 
spied Thomas going eastward on Wood 
street, near the Dr. Johns gate. Thomas 
when he sow the officers coming, turned 
and came toward them. He waa taken 
to the county jail, where he was confined 
and relieved of the 38-oalibre Smith & 
Wesson revolver he had purchased for 
$13.60 at Mueller's about an hour before 
the shooting. 


There were several witnesses of the 


shooting, among them Boland Blaokwell, 
a brick mason, who states that the shoot- 
ing grew out of a quarrel which arose 
because Downing would not furnish 
Thomas with liquor. Blaokwell says that 
after a few hot words Thomas drew his 
pistol and fired with the result described. 
Black well further states that Thomas had 
been drinking. 


The shooting is the theme of much bad 


talk. Downing is quite seriously hurt, 
though able to speak a few words. He 
has lost much blood. His condition is 
considered very critics! by the surgeons. 


It is stated that during the forenoon 


Thomas bad a quarrel with James Thomaa 
a butcher at Blenz's shop, near the saloon, 
and that he went off and bought the pis- 
tol with intent to shoot the butcher, not 
Downing; but getting into the saloon 
another quarrel arose and the shot was 
fired. Thomas has the reputation of a 
bad man, and is said to have threatened 
to kill D. W. Jones some months ago.

The subject ot this sketch was born in 


Lincoln county, North Carolina, on the 
12th 
day of September, 1800; removed 


witU hia father to Rutherford county, 
Tennessee, in 1815; was married to Marilla 
Martin (who yet survives) on the 13th of 
November, 1823; removed to this county 
in company with his brother-in-law, the 
late David Davis, in a four-horse wagon 
(not 
on a pack-horse, as stated in the 


county history) and settled near where 
the Bethlehem church now stands in the 
fall of 1838; removed from there to what 
is now Long Creek, in the spring of 1829, 
where he remained until the time of his 
death. The houses built by himself and 
David Davis were the first in the bounds 
of Lopg Creek township. Macon county 
was not then organized; Decatur had not 
a beginning, and the tent poles of the 
Indians were still standing. So another 
of tha pioneers has passed away who has 
borne an honorable part in transforming 
this country from a wilderness to what it 
now is. He was a member of the first 
grand jury that ever satin Maoon county, 
and among the lists of the succeeding 
juries his name frequently appears, but 
he'had no ambition for public plaee,|never 
held an office, never had a case in court, 
and finally died of old age, without a 
debt or an enemy in the world, while his 
memory is gratefully cherished by chil- 
dren and grand-children and all the lov- 
ers of integrity and virtue who have ever 
known him. 


Obituary. 


Solomon McOall was born in Marion 


county, South Carolina, June 10th, 1818. 
At the age of 12 he removed to East Ten- 
nessee, where he remained for a time. In 
1831, when about 18 years of age, he was 
converted at Knoxville, Tenn. Immedi- 
ately after his conversion he felt a call to 
preach. 
In March, 1836, he came to 
Illinois, hoping to banish his conviction 
of duty, but the.spirit of the Lord follo\v- 
ed him and he was made to say, "Woe ia 
me if I preach not the Gospel."

The bosses 
have withdrawn from the field with 
a truly strange humility, and there is 
no sign of their making trouble in

The reduction of the Democratic 


majority of last year in Ohio is a 
cause of satisfaction, but it is not of 
a sufficiently marked character to fill 
the Republicans with that arrogance 
and pride which is said to go before 
a fall, or to imbue the party gene- 
rally with the belief that it can af- 
ford to indulge in nonsense of any 
description. Hence the effect will 
be to induce forbearance and a pre- 
vailing care not to make any mis- 
takes or waste strength in personal 
bickerings. 
Any influence which 


acts in this direction is of great value. 
A rousing victory in Ohio might 
have begotten a lack of vigilance 
As it is there is a steady pressure 
for wisely directed work. The Ad- 
ministration at Washington will also 
find in the Ohio result an admonition 
to pursue its onward and upward 
course without flinching. It will be 
strengthened by it in the healthful 
idea that there is no room for tri- 
fling and will not try the experi- 
ment 
It has been gaining golden 


opinions from the people, and one of 
the mainstays of the hope of the 
party is that it will not belie the 
confidence it has earned. Doubtless 
Mr. Hatton will be filled with grief 
at the prospect of not being able to 
help his friends along by the old 
fashioned style of electioneering, but 
the fiat has gone forth that the de- 
partments must attend strictly to 
business, and BO be it. 


Seriousness is a good thing, and 


the Republican party is furnished 
with a salutary share of it by the 
contemplation of the Ohio figures.

What is left to increase the 
stock of gold money in proportion to 
the increase of population, exchanges 
and wealth of the world ?

Thia morning Messrs. J. M. Clokey, P. 


Loeb, Q. P Blume, H Mueller and P Ktmy 
returned to Decstqr from Belleville, 
wuittier they weiittta Wednesday last to 
personally inspect the works ,and ma- 
chinery of the Fairbanks Sewing Machine 
Manufacturing Company, in the interest 
of Decatnr parties who may soon be finan- 
cially concerned in this industry which 
in B few years has assumed gigantic pro- 
portions. As is well known to readers of 
the KEPUBMOAH representatives of this 
company have been in Deeatur for some 
weeks conferring with the local capital- 
ists about taking stock in the "Fairbanks" 
enterprise. The committee went down 
to Belleville in company with Mr. Ooch- 
ran to look at the plant, and these gen- 
tlemen all agree that the industry is a 
big thing, and all are anxious that the 
factory should be located in Deeatur. 
But before that can be done our citizens 
will be required to subscribe stock to the 
amount of $100,000 to add to the $140,000 
capital stock now held by the company, 
and also to raise a reasonable bonus to 
induce the company to bring their ma- 
chinery to this city and erect a factory 
here. The committee are convinced from 
what they saw that the "Fairbanks" is as 
good as the best machine made, and that 
it is a favorite with the people has already 
been demonstrated by large and increas- 
ing sales. The company now has on 
hand enough machinery for making the 
machines to fill a building as large aa the 
Haworth factory, and with the capital 
increased to $240,000, the facilities of the 
factory if located in Deoatur would be 
largely increased and steady employment 
given to between 300 and 400 people. The 
members of the committee are not yet 
ready to make a report to parties inter- 
ested, but will do so in a few days. 


Those familiar with the merits of the 


Fairbanks machine are quite enthusiastic 
over the project, and feel that these works 
are just what Deoatur needs to complete 
our hat of manufacturing industries. It 
would certainly be a big thing for Deea- 
tur, and we hope the necessary stock and 
bonus will be forthcoming.

The 
jvood used f o? sticks is ebony, mahogany, 
and chestnut, and is generally lac- 
quered. The tops of the Japanese fan 
are made of paper, parchment, oottoa, 
and'«ilk. The paper is tie fibre obtained 
from boiling down the bark of the-paper 
tree, to the cultivation oi which whole 
distracts are devoted. Mulberry baa* is 
also used for the same purpoee, though 
it is much more expensive. The Jap- 
anese so-called parctunentoomes from a 
raie tree, and is favored beeauee of ita 
strength. The prices -wry largely -with 
the "Tope," silks coating twice aa moch 
as any other material. The Japanese 
palm-leaf, or, aa it is sometimes called, 
the "cJHweh fan," is still popular. 


Most of tke dress fans oooa« from 


France, fcough the Viennese dre*a fan. 
has o£ lata found favor. The French 
fans in' tke cheaper grades hava sticks 
usually of wood or boue, and the tops 
of cretonne, silk or satin. The Pr-enoh 
dress fans have their sticks made oi 
shell, mother-of-poAii, or irony; the 
tops are either of silk, ostrich feathers, 
or lace, sometimes satin and kid. The 
shell-stick fans have usually no paint- 
ing on their tops. 
The Inco fans 


usually have sticks of mother-of-pearl. 
The ivory btickb are seldom combined 
•with lace tops, silk being preferred. 
In the decoration ol the silk topped 
fans Albert, ot Paris, has -non an 
especial leputation. The m paining fnn 
most popular w a combination of bluck 
silk with ebonized wood or dark shell. 


In the cheaper grades oi' Vienna fans 


two peouhnritiQB are noted, namely, 
leather sticks, and the inlaying of the 
figures in fcilk tops 
This latter effect 


is produced bj having two layeis of silk, 
the lower one stamped with its figure, 
just above -\\ hieh the upper layer will be 
cut out. As yet, American fans are con- 
fined for the most part to the cheaper 
giOile, 
The sticks in those fans aie 


made ol -wood only, the tops bemgmus- 
lin, cretonne, silk or satin. One kind of 
American fan, however, is very popu- 
lar— the "extension fun," with a stick of 
plush or leathei

sold than oi' any kind produced, a large 
number being exported to England.

Diseased Oysters. 


An experienced oyster fisherman 


in an article published in the Na- 
tional Republican, of Washington, 
says: "I never saw a diseased oys- 
ter in my life, and have been in the 
trade over seven years. Sometimes 
oysters have blisters on them, which 
are caused by lying in brackish wa- 
ter, and when placed on the boat 
these blistered portions become pu- 
trid from the change. The oyster, 
having.been removed from its natu- 
ral element, hasn't a chance to re- 
cover from any disease it may con- 
tract, but grows worse and dies. 
The oyster crop is growing scarce 
because they don't breed fast enough 
to supply the demand. Oysters are 
generally in a good healthy condi- 
Ition this season. 
The oystermen 


say it would be of great benefit to 
the oyster trade here if all the boats 
were compelled to obtain Mcense be- 
fore allowing them to dredge in the 
Potomac. All boats which enter the 
tributaries of the Potomac, either in 
Virginia or Maryland, must first be 
licensed. This would be a check on 
the numerous dredgers who come 
into the Potomac from New York, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and other 
places and fnonopolize the home 
trade. The only way to secure this 
benefit is for the Legislatures of Vir- 
ginia and Maryland to enact the 
same law, and thereby protect their 
own interests.

A New Educational Idea.

Professor Wait, of Cornell Univer- 


sity, has now in successful operation 
a novel method of instruction, which 
he has invented and developed him- 
self. 
About two years ago he began 


giving instruction by letter to a per- 
sonal friend, who was unable to en- 
joy the advantages of a university 
course. The plan worked well. 
The 


text-book chosen was divided into a 
nnmber of sections. 
On each of 


these Prof. Wait prepared an elabo- 
rate syllabus, enlarging on the sub- 
ject from every point of view, and 
furnishing a list of questions. 
The 


pupil took each syllabus separately, 
mastered as much as possible of it, 
and sent by mail to the Professor 
the points which had proved too dif- 
ficult to be mastered. Provision was 
made for a-thorough examination at 
stated intervals, which would also be 
conducted by mail. 
In this way the 


idea grew, until now Professor Wait 
has a class of thirty-one Professors 
in colleges in the United States and 
England, and complete courses of 
instruction have been prepared in 
various studies.

ST. Louis, Oct. 17.—All day jesterday 


tho striking switchmen and railroad com- 
panies continued to bold each other at buy, 
while freight trains remained motionless 
and inaccessible on too yard tracks in this 
city and East St. Louts.
